“The worm in the flesh of Hic fish 
attains a length of fimm. to .several 
cm. and is called a plerocercoid. The 
worm is fairly easily seen in the flesh 
of a raw fi.sh because its ojiaiiue coils 
can Ik* seen through as much as 0.5cm 
of flesh. 
These little worms may he 
easily confused with the cysts or flukes 
and other tapeworms. 
“The pleroeercoids are very easily 
killed by proper cooking. 
It is only 
in localities where 
raw 
or slightly 
cooked fish is a common article of diet 
that this worm readily finds act ess 
to man as its final host 
In the Baltic 
countries, ('entral tvJnrope, .Asia, China, 
and Japan this worm has been known 
for centuries as a common peat of man. 
til some of these conntriea infestation 
runs as high as SO-lhP per cent. 
“In .America this worm was hrougln 
over by immigrants who established 
it around the Hreat iKikes. .Midi., and 
Canada. 
From these and other focal 
noints the worm has been continually 
videning its range.’’
